Smif/z Home Fire 
Blamed OnW ires, 



Cause of the fire which almost 
totally destroyed the Charles B, 
Smith residence on Rte. 173 on Chan- 
nel Lake last Thursday was thought 
to be a w iring defect. Fire Chief, 
Edgar Simonsen said early this week; 

"From all indications, the fire 
started from six to eight feet from 
the furnace and in the ceiling," he 
said. Loss may run as high as $50,- 
000 and was covered by maximum 
insurance, Simonsen said. 

Earlier reports had the fire caused 
by the furnace. Simonsen .spiked 
this story saying that "it did not 
start from the heating plant." 

ALL ANTTOCH equipment was 
called out to the blaze at 10:15 a. m. 
Jan. IS and battled smoke and flames 
until 2 p. m. The Lake Villa fire 
department also sent equipment to 
aid In the fight 

The Antioch department was 
called upon to return to the resi- 
dence at 4 a. m. Friday when an 
apparent smouldering spark re- 
kindled the house. Wooden walls 
left standing after the first fire call 
were burned before the fire depart- 
ment could extinguish the flames 
on the second call. Only a stone 
base of the walls remain of the 
ranch type construction which re- 
cently was remodeled. 

IV WAS UNDERSTOOD that Mr. 
Smith was not in town when the 
fire broke out and his wife and five 
children had moved into the nearby 
Smith Hotel a few days previous Jo 
the fire as repairmen had not yet 
fixed a furnace which was causing 
trouble; — ■ - 

The fire laddies were at Channel 
Lake again Sunday to extinguish a 
small blaze ait Lindy's Soda Bar at 
2 a. m, A defective deep fryer 
caused some smoke damage, Simon- 
sen said. 

A call Tuesday took the fire de- 
partment to the Lewis Portalski resi- 
dence on Lake Ave. at Channel Lake 
where a fire was discovered in a 
partition, of the house. Minor dam- 
age was reported. —

Antioch telephone subscribers will 
be able to call any of 1,855 additional 
phones in the Lake Villa exchange 
toll-free if a petition to be placed 
before the Illinois Commerce Com- 
mission is approved. 

At the same time, the Illinois Bell 
Telephone Co. will ask that toll-free 
service be extended from Lake Villa 
phones to about 30,000 phones In 
Waukegan and Grayslake besides 
Antioch. 

CALLED "EXTENDED area serv- 
ice" by the company, the proposed 
plan would widen the local calling 
area phones here to all ELliot 0- 
telephones, says R. N. Hawkinson, 
manager here. 

For Antioch customers, toll charg- 
es of 10 cents now apply to station- 
to-station calls of five minutes or 
less to Lake Villa phones. These 
charges would be eliminated under 
the new plan while monthly bills 
would be adjusted upwards to take 
into account the larger calling area. 

The adjustment for most Antioch 
residence customers would range 
from an increase of 25 to 50 cents a 
month; for most Antioch business 
phones it would amount from 50 to 
75 cents a month increase. 

HAWKINSON SAID that calling 
between communities normally in- 
creases from three to four times 
when "extended area service" is in- 
stituted. To prepare for the heav- 
ier calling volume, the company 
would require some months to In- 
stall the needed additional equip- 
ment after final approval Is granted. 



The service should be ready within 
18 to 24 months, Hawkinson said. 

Decision to ask for the increased 
toll-free areas came from results of 
constant calling surveys the com- 
pany maintains. An Increasing vol- 
ume of Antioch-Lake Villa calls have 
forced the change, Hawkinson said. 
For Lake Villa customers, the 
changes were dictated by the volume 
of calls between Lake Villa-Wauke- 
gan, Lake Villa-Antioch and Lake 
Villa-Grayalake. At present, EL- 
liot 6 customers call Fox Lake phones 
toll free, Hawkinson said. 

LOCAL CALLING AREAS of 
even a decade ago are no longer 
adequate for the growing communi- 
ties in this area," Hawkinson said. 
"This extended area calling plan, we 
believe, is in keeping with the needs 
of modern living." 

Hawkinson pointed out that sub- 
stantial growth in population in ex- 
changes in Lake County and along 
Lake Michigan as well as the grow- 
ing number of telephones has been 
an important factor contributing to 
the increased calling between com- 
munities. 

Improved means of transporta- 
tion he said, have minimized the ef- 
fect of distance, so that people no 
longer need to live in such close 
proximity to their place of employ- 
ment, shopping centers or other cen- 
ters of interest. These factors are 
reflected in the increased calling 
between neighboring communities, 
and in the greater need on the part 
of customers for larger, local flat- 
rate calling areas.

The Chicago weather bureau Wednesday predicted it would 
keep snowing until the weekend for winter's worst siege of the 
fluffy white. It piled up on streets and highways but snow plows 
kept most roads in the Illinois-Wisconsin area clear and police re- 
ported not too much discomfort. 

BY WEDNESDAY, Roy Kufalk, U. S. cooperative weather ob- 
server in Antioch, had measured 6 inches. Only comforting thing 
about the winter was the lack of cold weather. Temperatures ranged 
from -1 to 25 above since last Sunday. 

Not the amount of snow, but the drifting was causing most of 
the troubles of rural residents and highway maintenance men. In 
some areas in southern Kenosha County the drifts measured as high 
as four feet. Snow plows piled up banks as high as three feet in 
downtown Antioch by Wednesday morning. Winds accompanying 
the snow were as high as 25 miles per hour. 

Some mail trucks were delayed Wednesday but trucks with 
chains and snow tires were not having much trouble, Kufalk said.

AN ARCHITECT already has been 
hired by the school board to survey 
the land and present plans for a 
school which could eventually house 
1,200 students. The question of buy- 
ing bonds to finance the school will 
be put to the voters as soon as pos- 
sible, either in March or May. 

The site proposed opposite the 
new Oakland Grade School of the 
Antioch district is felt to be highly 
advantageous for both townships 
for present and future needs. The 
size of the property is large enough 
to permit almost any expansion — 
which the present school site does 
not. 

IF VOTERS PASS the bond issue, 
the present building definitely will 
be retained and probably converted 
into a junior high school. An addi- 
tional junior high school could then

Now Can Use Gold 
To Hold Dental Plates 

A new method of weighting lower 
dental plates so that they stay in 
place was described by Dr. Alvin 
Grunewald, chairman, department of 
prosthetic dentistry. Northwestern 
University dental school, at a meet- 
ing of the Chicago Dental society 
Tuesday night. 

In the talk, fourth in a series of 
his postgraduate course in prostho- 
dontics, Dr. Grunewald described a 
technique for using a gold casting 
in conjunction with the regular con- 
struction of a lower denture. This 
method has been perfected to a con- 
siderable extent through clinical use 
at Northwestern dental school. 

USING APPROXIMATELY three- 
quarters of an ounce of gold as an 
inner lining of the plate, the added 
weight aids retention of the denture. 
Lack of this stability has been the 
bane of false teeth wearers every- 
where. 

According to Pr. Grunewald, the 
use of gold has several advantages: 
(I) it provides for q better fit of the 
finished plate because it prevents 
shrinkage of the acrylic resin (ma- 
terial used to make all dentures) 
during processing; (2) provides a 
better adaptation to oral tissues 
than does acrylic resin alone, and 
solves the problem for those pa- 
tients who have previously needed 
either bone grafting or other im- 
plants before dentures could be 
made, or could not wear dentures 
at all.

Earth Population Increases 
By 47 Million During 1958 

The number of people on earth increased in 1958 by 47,- 
000,000, according to the Population Reference Bureau, a growth 
exceeding the total population of all the New England states, 
plus those of New York, New Jersey, Pennsylvania and Maryland. 
Furthermore, says the bureau, if the present birth rate persists, by 
1980 the world population will be more than four billion, an over- 
whelming percentage of whom will be living in what are now known 
in the West as underdeveloped countries. 

The nutritional problem in this prospect is obvious. Less 
apparent, the Health News Institute points out, is the health prob- 
lem. Millions of people will be huddled together under conditions 
which will be open invitations to epidemics and medical disaster. 

IN LONG RANGE anticipation of this population growth, a 
score or more of American pharmaceutical houses, have in the past 
year announced plans to expand their overseas operations on five 
continents, building plants, hiring native personnel, with only Amer- 
ican know-how in local charge. , . 

And perhaps this is the really constructive kind of statesman- 
ship. In the long run, a drug which destroys malaria in India or 
kills yaws in Africa may prove to be a more decisive weapon in 
winning the Cold War than any intercontinental ballistic missile.

The turmoil accompanying the! 
selection of Rep. Paul Powell .CD- 
Vienna) for Speaker of the House 
emphasized the sharp distinction be- 
tween the House and the Senate of 
the Illinois General Assembly. ".-. ? 
, Beginning in the 13th century, 
the practice developed In England 
of selecting a "Speaker" to repre- 
sent and to speak for the members 
of the House of Commons whenever 
summoned toy the King — or in- 
vited to appear in, the House of 
Lords. .„ 

- THE SPEAKER or presiding of- 
ficer of the Illinois House does very 
little actual "speaking" when the 
House is in session. Instead, he pre- 
sides upon the rostrum and is forc- 
ed to "listen" while the other re- 
presentatives speak upon the var- 
ious legislative matters. 

Still .the Speaker of the House is 
Infinitely more powerful than both 
the President of the Senate (Lt. 
Gov. John W. Chapman) and the 
party leader or President pro-tem 
(Sen. Arthur Bldwell) put together. 
This special report to Antioch 
News readers has been prepared 
by Sen. Robert McClory to help 
readers better understand the 
workings of the legislature. 
The Speaker is tlhe virtual dic- 
tator of the 177-man House. The 
Speaker individually names the 
chairman and entire membership of 
every committee. The Speaker in- 
dividually hires every employee of 
the House including clerks, pages, 
secretaries, doormen and many 
others, The Speaker names his own 
Rules Committee to formulate the 
rules of procedure 'according to (his 
liking. The Speaker decides to what 
committees bills are to be referred 
for hearing. 

AND ALTHOUGH he does little 
or no speaking himself on any legis 
lative issue, it is -the Speaker who 
decides who may speak, and when 
(and whether) he may speak, and 
upon what - subject She may speak 
(if at all). The Speaker alone de- 
cides when and whether a bill is to 
be called for consideration. 

In striking contrast to the Speak- 
er of the House who dominates and 
controls that body, the Lt. Governor 



or' President^ the I Senate is largely 
a figurehead. '- 

The chairman and members of the 
senate committees are selected by 
a committee on committees. Con- 
trol of procedure oh the Senate' 
floor is vested -in the President pro- 
tem (or majority leader). The Lieu- 
tenant Governor respects the-Presi- 
dent prortem's desires as to the 
order In which bills are called. 

A COMMITTEE assigns bills to 
the various standing committees in 
•the Senate. 

The authority _ and . functions of 
the representatives are very similar 
to those of the state senators. But 
the democratic, operation of the 
senate under the president pro-tem 
is In sharp contrast to the. virtual 
dictatorship which exists in the 
house under the speaker. . . 

It is not without some justifica- 
tion that Mayor, Daley's opponent 
for the office of Mayor of Chicago 
(former Cong. Timothy Sheehan) 
has charged that Mayor Daley would 
have been the "dictator" of the Illi- 
nois General Assembly if his nom- 
inee, Rep. Joseph De LaCour had 
been successful in his campaign for 
Speaker. 

The GOP members by supporting 
Rep. Paul Powell have shown their 
preference for a benign — albeit cap- 
able—dictator or speaker in the 
house. 

Frequently, when former Speaker 
of the House, Warren h. Wood (R- 
Plainfield) introduced Mrs. Wood, 
he described her as the "speaker" of 
HIS house.

The building's 
post office is the tenth largest of Chi- 
cago's 68 branch post dffices, and 
its elevators can handle 80,000 per- 
sons a day. 

THE STRUCTURE has a gross 
area of 93 acres, which, if spread out 
over a single flat surface, would 
cover the entire Chicago Loop. If 
the? sprawling Mart had been built 
as a skyscraper, it would tower over 
the 102-story Empire State Build- 
ing by 67 floors. Ripley states that 
all the people in Chicago could be 
placed in the Mart at one time— a 
statement based on the unbelievable 
assumption that any city of more 
than three million people would 
ever agree to do anything at the 
same time. 

Resourceful scoutmasters, beset 
with a rainy day, have discovered 
that a walk from the entrance, 
through every corridor and back by 
the same route, is an indoor 15-mile 
hike.
